1908— Classification of Silver Brazing Alloy Wire Rings. 

No. 20-ITC(PN) /68.— Attention Is Invited to the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters contained in Part B, Section III of Import Trade Control Policy Book 
(Red Book) for the year April 1967—March 1988 issued under the Ministry of 
Commerce Public Notice No. 32-ITC(PN)/07, dated May 1, 1907, as amended from 
time to time. 

2- In Public Notice No- 6-ITC(PN)/08 dated 11th January 1968, the item of 
‘Silver Brazing Alloy Wire Rings’ was classified as non-ferrous manufactures n.o.s. 
excluding aluminium manufactures falling under S No. Ill at pages 216-217 of 
Part ‘B’ of Section III of the Import Trade Control Policy Book, qualifying for 
replenishment of 60%. It is clarified that Wire Rings made out of Silver Brazing 
Alloy with the following composition will only be eligible for grant of replenish 
ment under the Import Policy for Registered Exporters:— 

Silver—6% 

Copper—88.76% 

Phosphorous—8.23 %
